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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: with respect to claim 1 , the prior art made of record discloses a CDMA base 
station that multiplexes modulated/ demodulated signal data on fiber optic cables 
between digital channel unit (baseband processing) boards and a plurality of RF radio 
boards, reference Dajer et al. US 6,587,448, but does not teach the baseband signal 
processing unit and plurality of RF signal processing units multiplex at least one signal 
of the frame timing signal and a CPU to CPU communication signal with a modulated / 
demodulated signal for transmission to each of a respective plurality of RF signal 
processing units/ baseband signal processing units.
